FULGHER GLEARED 


OF ELDER MURDER 
BY FULTON JURY 


Not Guilty Verdict Re- 
turned in ‘Bootleg War’ 
Trial After Jury Is Out 
4 Hours. 


Harold Fulcher was acquitted 
Thursday afternoen of the murder of 
H. C. Elder, former jockey and al- 
leged bootlegger, on January 30. A 
jury in Fulton superior court returned 
the verdict of not guilty after four 
hours’ deliberation. 

‘I'll never drink any more liquor 
or associate with any more bootleg- 


gers,” the youthful former football 
player said as he was surrounded by 
members of his family and a delega- 
tion of friends. 

Two men still are uuder indictment 
for the slaying of Elder in what the 
state has contended was a_ bootleg 
war, but no date for trial has been 
set. 

In’ his statement to the jury Ful- 
cher said that Charles Leahy, who 
was jointly indicted with Fulcher 
and Baron Shaw, was in the apart- 
ment with Elder at the time of the 
shooting. Details of the bootleg busi- 
ness of Shaw and Elder, in which 
Leahy and Fulcher were employed as 
runners, were related by witnesses 
during the course of the trial. 

Evidence in the case closed Wednes- 
day afternoon after the state had 
presented testimony of the slain man’s 
widow and her sister, who both swore 
that up to a time within a few sec- 
onds of the shooting, Fulcher was 
seen standing in the living room of 
the Elder home pointing a gun at 
Elder, 

Argument of counsel occupied all 
of Thursday morning, the case going 
to the jury at noon. 

Fd Stephens, in his argument for 
the state, stressed the evils of gang- 
sterdom and racketeering, while de- 
fense attorneys sought to break down 
the state’s case of circumstantial ‘evi- 
dence. 

In the trial of the case, which has 
lasted three days, Fulcher was repre- 
sented by William Schley Howard and 
Judge C. W. Foy, of Butler, Ga. The 
defense was handled by Assistant So- 
lictor-General Ed Stephens,

I graduated from the University of Geor- 
gia, was admitted to the bar from the law 
school of the state university ‘and began 
practicing law in Atlanta.in 1908. 

As to my qualifications for the office 
sought, I refer the voters to the lawyers 
and judges of Fulton county. 

A judge of the superior court should be 


‘| as free of politics.as it is humanly possible. 


He should have no authority to appoint and 
perpetuate the personnel of any inferior 
court. His salary should be fixed by the 
state and not supplement by any local 
authority. 

It being the duty of grand juries to in- 
vestigate all county affairs, their investiga- 
tions should be backed up and supported by 
the authority of the judges of the superior 
court at all times while investigating county 
matters; no obstructions nor obstacles should 
be placed or thrown in their way.: 

Attorneys representing parties in receiver- 
ships should be paid reasonable compensa- 
tion fer services rendered; but should not 
be paid fees out of all proportion to the 
services rendered and the value of the estate 
being administered. 

I lemnly pledge the people of Fulton 
eeant. if entrusted with the duties of a 
superior court judge, I shall enforce the 
laws fearlessly, that I shall not be guided 
by considerations of political expediency, nor 
influenced by friendships or prejudices, and 
I shall not be controlled by any group or 
groups and I will see that all who come be- 
fore me, both Htigants and lawyers, shall 
be fully and fairly heard, though they be 
ever so humble.

HEARD IN NRA CASE 


Federal Judge E. Marvin Under- 
wood Thursday heard a petition of 
the Richmond Hosiery Mills, of Ross- 
ville, Ga.. to restrain Lawrence S 
Camp from seeking the indictment of 
the company on a charge of violating 


the terms of the national recovery act. 
The court’s decision will be made 
later. 

The company claims that the hos- 
iery men who formulafed the code for 
the industry were not representative 
of the industry, and that ita plant 
does not come under the provisions of 
the act. 

District Attorney Camp, in answer 


to the petition, claims in the first 


place that the action cannot be brought 


against the government as it is in the 
nature of a suit. He also claimed 
that the company had been repeatedly 


warned of code violations; but had | 
made evasive replies or else ignored | 


the warnings altogether.

BANK-HELDCOTTON 


Smith Asks Authority 
for Wallace To Take 
Over 10c Loan Staple. 


WASHINGTON, May 10..(~— 
Senator Smith, democrat, South Caro- 
lina, today introduced a bill to amend 
the agricultural adjustment act so as 
to give Secretary Wallace authority 
to borrow money upon all cotton in 
his possession or control and allow 
him to deposit as collateral for such 
loans the warehouse receipts for the 
cotton. 


Smith said isis bill would enable the 
secretary to take over cotton on which 
10-cent-a-pound loans have been made 
by banks. Some of these banks, he 
said, are in need of the money and 
may be forced to sell this cotton with- 
out waiting for a higher market. 

The bill would authorize an appro- 
priation of $100,000,000 for “protect- 
ing title to any cotton which may 
have been or may be acquired by the 
Secretary of agriculture” and for pay- 
ing expenses such as warehouse 
charges, salaries and other costs in- 
cident to marketing. 


The appropriation would be made 
available with the approval of the 


by weight and average grade and 
staple the’ quantity of cotton held 
by the secretary of agriculture and its 
aggregate market value. 


Whenéver any cotton is marketed, 
the net proceeds would be used to re- 
imburse the treasury. Any balance 
which might be made. by holding the 
cotton for higher prices would be dis- 
tributed to persons owning equity in 
the bales on which loans were made, 

The act would also authorize the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation to 
make loans to the secretary of agri- 
culture to carry out the same pur- 
poses as provided under the appropria- 
tion provision. 

Smith said the appropriation was 
“in no sense a regular appropriation.” 

“It is merely a temporary loan,” 
he said, “to enable the secretary to 
acquire control of this eotton so that 
it might be held for higher prices in 
order that the farmer may benefit. 
As soon as the cotton is sold, the 
treasury or the Reconstruction Fi- 
rance Corporation will be fully reim- 
bursed and the balance will be dis- 
tributed to farmers holding equity in 
the 10-cent-loan cotton.

To Support Ginning Control 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—(P)— 
An appeal was made today by Sena- 
tor Bankhead, democrat, Alabama, for 
an organized movement in the cotton 
belt to keep from the gins all cotton 
in excess of each grower’s allotment 
under the baleage production control 
program. 

Speaking over a radio hookup, the 
senator, author of the compulsory con- 
trol legislation, said: 

“If business and civic and farm 
leaders would promptly undertake to 
develop an organized sentiment along 
that line, and if the cotton mills and 
cotton buyers became convinced that 
such a program would be carried out, 
there is no sort of doubt but that the 
farmers would get more for 10.000,000 
bales harvested than they will get if 
the opinion prevails that 1] or 12 
million bales, or more, will be harvest- 
ed and ginned.” : 

The Bankhead cotton bill places a 
tax of 50 per cent of the market price 
on the marketing of all excess cotton. 
Bankhead had insisted on a 75 per 
cent tax, but the house would not 
yield. 

i’The result was,’ the senator de- 
clared, “immediately after the passage 
of the bill with its disappointing fea- 
tures on the tax enforcement pro- 
visions, the price of cotton went down 
nearly $10 a bale.” 

Sotton prices this year, the speaker 


pointed out, depend upon the number | 
of bales that the cotton trade believes | 


will be ginned. : 
“That judgment,” he said, “is made 
up from reports throughout the cotton 


belt on the prospects and condition of | 


the crop from time to time and the 
apparent efforts that cotton growers 
are making to overproduce. 

“That situation is true because the 
opinion generally prevails that most 
of the cotton harvested in excess of 
allotments will be ginned and dumped 


on the market after payment of the. 


50 per cent tax.’ 

It was his judgment, the senator 
concluded, “that nothing would = so 
demonstrate to the entire country the 
attitude of co-operation with President 
Roosevelt and his administration, and 
at the same time would bring about 
such large financial returns to the cot- 
ton growers, as would an organized

Wolf 
thought it was a holdup and tossed 
his purse into the shrubbery near-by. 
The gunmen said nothing until the 
seven-foot stone wall, surmounted by 
barbed wire, was reached. 

Then one of the masked men an- 
nounced : 

“This is not a heist (holdup)—it’s 
a snatch!” 


Not Enough. 

Gettle pleaded vainly “I will give 
you all the money I have on me, and 
go into the house for more if that isn’t 
enough.” 

The kidnapers laughed. 

“That won't be enough,” they said. 
“This is a kidnaping, fellow.” 

Against the wall was a step-ladder

STOCK BIL BRINGS 
SPLIT AT. CAPITOL 


Senate Defeats House 
Recommendation for 
Control by Trade Group. 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—4)— 
The senate today decided the stock ex- 


change control bill would be best ad- 
ministered by a board especially for 
that purpose and voted down a pro- 
posal that regulation of the securities 
market be given to the federal trade 
commission. 

The vote of 29 to 51 again demon- 
strated the senate’s general satisfac- 
tion with the measure as it stands. 
The amendment, offered by Senator 
Costigan, democrat, Colorado, was the 
third effort to make a major change 
in the bill to be@@lefeated. _ 

Meanwhile, talk of regulating cot- 
ton along with grain exchanges sprang 
up today in the house. . 

Chairman Jones, of the agriculture 
committee, said such a course was 
being considered. A little earlier his 
committee had recommended that the 
commodities exchange regulation bill 
be enacted at this session to curb the 
activities of traders who might come 
to an otherwise unregulated commodi- 
ty exchange from a federally control- 
ed stock market. 

Hasting Scores Bill. 

The action in the senate came after 
a long speech by Senator Hastings, 
republican, Delaware, asserting “You 
can’t protect suckers” by passing 
laws, and vehemently denouncing the 
bill as “a definite beginning” in a 
transfer of business from private to 
governmental control. 

Costigan supported his amendment 
with an argument that the trade com- 
mission by its background and exper- 
ence was peculiarly fitted to take up 
the task imposed by the measure; that 
much delay would be incurred while a 
new agency was organized, and that 
much duplication of effort thereafter 
would be involved. 

The question of which agency should 
administer the bill has been in con- 
troversy since the measure was intro- 
duced and even now is in dispute be- 
tween the seante and house. The bill 
passed last week by the house vests 
administration with the trade commis- 
sion. 

A final vote on the bill tomorrow 
was virtually assured when the sen- 
ate agreed to limitation of debate be- 
ginning at 2 p. m., and leaders an- 
nounced the senate would meet an 
hour earlier than usual. 

House Groups’ Action. 

The house committee’s formal report 
on the commodities bill said the ex- 
changes “have failed utterly” in self- 
regulation despite many opportunities 
given them. 

The bill, of which Jones is the au- 
thor,.as it stands would apply only 
to wheat, rice, corn, oats, barley, rye, 
flaxseed, grain sorghums and mill

WASHINGTON, May 10.—(/)— 
Divided among themselves, silver sen- 
ators were summoned to another con- 
ference today with Secretary Mor-' 
genthau in an effort to clear up con- 
flict which caused Senator Thomas, 
democrat, Oklahoma, to.assert: :

And Streams

Today has been a profitable one for 
the herpetological survey work. Among 
the day’s accessions are numbered the 
following species: Two  hog-nosed 
snakes, one banded water snake, three 
skinks representing the’ whole cycle 
of growth changes from the small blue- 
tailed form to the large one (and this 
particular specimen is nearly 12’inches 
long) with the red head, four spring 
swifts, one scarlet king snake (diminu- 
tive but handsome), a single salaman- 
der, and a little fish whose name I 
do not know but whose activities in 
the aquarium are providing great 
amusement, ' 

I am deeply grateful to F. C. Bo- 
land, of Austell, for these specimens. 
Mr. Boland has contributed many val- 
uable and interesting specimens to the 
collection this year. I realize what 
I have missed by not meeting him be- 
fore. He is one of the most intense- 


ly interested men I know, and his in- 
terest comes of a curiosity that makes 
for advancement of science. Now 
Mr. Boland is not a man who would 
call himself a scientist. He just wants 
to know, so he takes the easiest and 
quickest way to find out, which is to 
say he gets the animals themselves and 
brings them in. Science is merely 
classified knowledge. It is not an aw- 
ful thing of mystery and magic, but 
a thing of clear air and bright sun- 
light. The facts of the case are the 
basis of any science and one of the 
fundamental bases is the name of the 
animal. 

Yesterday brought in a rarity in my 
experience. I was giyen a small speci- 
men of the scarlet king snake (Lam- 
propeltis eapsoides) by Mrs. J. N. 
Burton. It came to her hands by a 
rather devious route and I have not 
yet been able to trace its exact origin. 
I have seen only eight specimens in 
14 years, which was the earliest en- 
try in any notebook I have on snakes. 
I was quite young at that time and 
listed the species as a coral snake. 
Fortunately, I made a diagram of the 
color pattern which later proved to be 
this same species and not the coral 
snake at all. 

The scarlet king snake seems to be 
cyclical in appearance. I hope this 
early appearance of the species pres- 
ages a year of plenty of the species. 
I would like to have a half dozen full- 
grown specimens from which to de- 
termine the life history, for it-is al- 
most completely unknown. If any of 
my readers run across.a snake with 
red areas on the back which are en- 
circled in black, and with bands of 
white dividing each black circle, please 
do not make the mistake I made 14 
years ago and kill it. Save it for me.

In Class “A,” a prisoner earns ap 
proximately a one-third reduction from 
his sentence for good behavior. Lea 
Sr., therefore, will have to serve ap 
proximately four ‘years unless he re- 
ceives clemency. The younger Lea 
must serve one and onc-third years 
approximately.

Customer Service Charges 
To Be Discussed Late 
This Month. 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—(2)— 
The first NRA hearing on customer 
service charges to be established un- 
der the banking code probably will be 
held in Atlanta, Ga., kate this month. 

The Atlanta Clearing House As- 
sociation and the Georgia State Bank- 
ers’ Association, it was learned today, 
have submitted proposed scales for 
the city and state informally. These 
have been returned for minor re- 
vision. 

The projected hearing is intended 
by NRA officials as a sample to serve 
in guiding the administration in the 
approval of scales for other regions. 
Many similar plans have been as- 
sembled by other banking groups and 
presented to the national banking 
code authority in New York for cor- 
relation. 

All, however, will be handled on a 
in accordance with 
policy laid down at the first. of the 
year when NRA vetoed a plan for tix- 
ing service charges all over the na- 
tion on the basis of a scale erroneous- 
ly circulated by the code authority 
as bearing administration approval. 

The charges proposed for the city 
of Atlanta, which now are in effect, 
begin with $1. a month on checking ac- 
counts of $100 or less, with 15 free 
checks and all drawn above that num- 
ber costing 3 cents apiece; accounts 
up to $200 would have no base charge 
with a flat 3 cents a check; from $360 
to $300 there would be eight free 
checks and 3 cents apiece on all above 
that. Accounts over $300 would be 
studied individually, and would be 
charged for on a basis of cost if they 
exceeded the interest earnings of the 
balance. 

Accounts of public agencies, 
churches and charitable organizations 
would be handled free, 

The general Georgia scale would 
place a 50-cent charge on accounts 
of $50 or less; from $50 to $500, one 
free check for each $10 of balance 
would be allowed with a 3-cent charge 
for all additional ones drawn. The 
minmum charge would be 50 cents. 
Accounts above $500 would be han- 
dled on individual analysis as in the 
Atlanta banks.

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Dickens’ Letters To His Wife 
Unfold A Tragic Story of Love, 


Disillusionment And Farewell 


The first of a series presenting the hitherto unpublished letters of 
Charles Dickens to his wife, which throw light upon the reasons for 
their separation in 1858, will be published in The Constitution begin- 


In placing the letters with the British Museum, Mrs. Perugini, 
Charles Dickens’ daughter, explained that they were left to her dis- 
cretion by her mother, who desired only that at some future date they 
should be made public to show that Dickens once loved her and that 
she was not at fault in the separation. The date of release has been 
determined by the recent death of Sir Henry F. Dickens, the last sur- 
viving child of the badly-mated pair. 


In a statement accompanying the correspondence, Mrs. Perugini 
specifically disposes of a story, long current, that her aunt, Georgina 
Hogarth, was responsible for the separation. 


The range of the collection is from the remonstrances of a young 
lover with a “difficult” sweetheart to humorous records of journalistic 
and other travels: from them to domestic tragedy in the death of a 
child in peculiarly sad circumstances, and, finally, to the sadness of 
parting after many years of marriéd life.

GOOD CROPS SEEN 
UN SOUTHS FARMS 


Southern Farmers Have 
No Fear of Drouths or 
Insect Plagues. 


By the Associated Press. 

Farmers of the south today were 
apparently headed for a year of good 
crops and abundant yields with no 
fear of drouths and iftsect pests that 
are plaguing the farmers of the mid- 
dle west. 

Reports from state agencies today 
indicated the condition of Dixie’s crops 
generally was excellent with some re- 
porting the best prospects in years. 


Three states had some dry weather 
but the outlook was not alarming, 
while in three others the only com- 
plaint the’ farmers had was too much 
rain. 


Commissioner of Agriculture J. C. 
Holton, of Mississippi, said the out- 
look was “the best I have ever seen,” 
with: ideal rainfall and the vegetable 
crops further advanced than in sev- 
eral years. Bug infestation was not 
serious. 


Arkansas had 95 per cent of its} 


land planted or ready under just the 
proper amount of sun and _=e rain. 
Charles 8. Bouton, federal-state sta- 
tistician, said conditions were “very 
reassuring” and the fruit prospect 
“wonderful.” Hardly a boll weevil or 
a potato bug had raised its head. 
Too Much Rain. 

Georgia, Louisiana and Florida said 
there had been a little too much rain. 
Cotton planting in Georgia had been 
delayed two weeks by wet weather anid 
the late winter had killed half the 
peach crop but Manny S. Yeomans, 
state entomologist, said that was just 
fine, for since the eastern crop was 
damaged or destroyed a smaller Geor- 
gia crop would bring better prices 
and net the growers more. 

All Louisiana needed was a little 
warm weather for its cotton, corn 
and sugar cane, to catch up and the 
weather was in prospect. 

Truck crops in central Florida suf- 
fered some from too much rain but 
otherwise wet and dry conditions in 
the state suited the growers and no 
insect pests were in evidence. 

Virginia crops were generally good 
although retarded by a severe winter. 
The wheat forecast was more than 
half a million bushels above last year 
and prospects fdr fruit and pastures 
were good. 

Slight Dryness. 

The only hints of dryness were in 
the Carolinas and Tennessee. North 
Carolina State University officials said 
farmers were late in planting crops 
and that the dryness had caused se- 
rious damage to small fruits and 
grains and that cotton must have 
rain soon to come up. 

South Carolina tobacco growers also 
were held up by lack of rain and 
late truck on the coast needed mois- 
ture but crops in general were mak- 
ing progress although slightly below 
normal. The peach crops escaped the 
early freezes. 

Tennessee had only half a normal 
April rainfall but university officials 
said there was no threat of a drouth 
and the dryness had aided cotton and 
corn planters. Wheat and pastures 
were slightly below normal. 

A portion of the cotton crop in 
south and central Alabama was so 
retarded by cold weather that it had 
to be replanted but the northern sec- 
tion did not suffer so much since

A new law levies more heavily on 
the rich through higher surtaxes on 
large incomes, higher estate and gift 
taxes, taxes on personal holding com- 
panies, adjustment of deductions per- 
mitted for losses, and other ways. 

_It strikes into a new field of taxa- 
tion with a direct levy on capital. 
This is only one-tenth of one per cent 
on the capital stock of corporations, 
but it is estimated to yield $95,000,- 
000 annually. 

Returns Open. 

Records of total income, deductions 
and income taxes paid must be vpen 
to public inspection. This put into 
the act at the behest of congressmen 
who believed it would be a deterrent 
to tax evasion, 

Lower taxes on small incomes are 
based on the Roosevelt principle that 
men who earn their living should re- 
ceive preferential treatment over those 
who clip coupons. 

In accordance with this principle 
a 10 per cent deduction is allowed on 
income derived from salaries or wages. 
All income up to $14,000 annually is 
automatically placed in this category. 
Thus while the normal income tax 
rate is left unchanged at 4 per cent

RAMSPECK ACCLAIMS 
NEW DEAL’S BENEFITS 


Southern States’ Share in 
Return of Prosperity Is 
Huge, Says Solon. 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—Review- 
ing the benefits going to the south, 
under the new deal administration of 
President Roosevelt, Representative 
Robert Ramspeck, of Atlanta, reveal- 
ed in a radio address here tonight 
that a total of approximately $1,237,- 
0000.000 in federal funds has been 
distributed in the several southern 
states during the past year. 

Addressing southern audiences by 
radio, the Georgia congressman de- 
clared the south. in common with oth- 
er sections of the country, has made 
great strides towards the return of 
prosperous times under the Roosevelt 
administration, and predicted further 
marked improvement in the economic 
structure of the southern states will 
be shown as soon as other major 
Roosevelt policies gain full force of 
execution. 

The southern states listed by Rep- 
resentative Ramspeck as beneficiaries 
of the billion dollar federal expendi- 
ture are Georgia. Alabanta, Missis- 
sippi, Florida, North and South Caro- 
lina, Virginia, Tennessee, Arkansas 
and Louisiana. 

“The government, during the first 
year of the new deal,” he said, “has

‘Character Changes Are Shown _ 
_ By Changes of Handwriting 


Since beginning my articles in The 
Constitution a large number of letters 
have reached me from people who have 
observed differences in their hand- 
writing. Naturally, they are curious 
to learn the meaning of this change- 
ability. 

“Sometimes I write backhand, some- 
times vertical, and sometimes my writ- 
ing slopes forward,” they say. “‘What 
does this mean?’ Another writes, 
“Although I write a script like most 
people do. I prefer to print, because 


I ean print faster than I can write.” 
“Should I change my style of writ- 
ting?” ask some. “I feel that my 
present style does not suit me.” 

What is the answer to this varia- 
bility? Why does a person sometimes 
write one way and sometimes another? 
Should anyone deliberately attempt to 
develop a new style? What does it 
meah when a person can so disguise 
his handwriting that even his closest 
friends cannot recognize it?

Today, we have three samples of 
handwriting, all penned by the same 
person. To the eye, these samples all 
appear different but, graphologically, 
they are identical. ere change of 
slope does not affect the signs by 
which personality is revealed. 

Backhand writing normally indi- 
eates a cool, self-sufficient nature; 
vertical script indicates sincerity and 
loyalty. while the forward slope indi- 
cates affection, generosity, sympathy 
and nervousness, depending upon the 
degree of the slope and the speed of 
the writing. People who consistently 
write in these various manners may 
safely be said to possess the various 
characteristics just mentioned—pro- 
vided that other signs in the script 
agree. 

But slope alone may not. be used 
as the final authority, because slope 
is indicative of mood, not personality. 
The normally warm-hearted person 
who has, for example, been deceived 
by a trusted friend. may “draw into a 
shell” and, for a time, is quite liable 
to write backhand. If the specimen 
of handwriting is sufficiently long, the 
wappopent ean tell from other signs 
the true condition and will never ac- 
cuse such a person of being “cold 
hearted.” This is one of the reasons 
why I ask for a specimen of at least 
six lines. A whole page would be 
better. 

Changing Your Style. 

The question of whether or not a 
person should try to develop a new 
style of writing is easy to answer. 
Handwriting accurately reflects per- 
sonality as it exists. As personality 
changes through character develop- 
ment, the handwriting will automat- 
ically change with it. There is no 
need to “develop a new style” for 
that will automatically take care of 
itself.

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Macon Success in Battle Test; 


Dirigible Policy Still Unfixed 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—@)— 


High naval officials said today that 
the airship Macon had successfully 
fulfilled her mission in the fleet ma- 
neuvers before being officially adjudg- 
ed destroyed. 

Rear Admiral King, chief of naval 
aeronautics, made the statement after 
receiving from Commander Garland 
Fulton, lighter than air expert who 
was aboard the airship during the ma- 
neuvers, a detailed report of the ves- 
sel’'s work, 

Fulton reported to King and Sec- 
retary Swanson, that the airship 
twice accomplished its assigned task 
of seeking out the grey fleet, rep- 
resenting the enemy, and reported this 
valuable information back by radio 
to the blue fleet, representing the 
United States navy. 

Just after Fulton filed his report, 
Secretary Swanson issued a formal 
statement repudiating widely publish- 
ed reports (not carried by the As- 
sociated Press) that the navy had 
adjudged the airship a failure. 

“There is no basis whatever for 
any statement to the effect that the 
Macon was damaged other than theo- 
retically, nor that the navy depart- 
m nt has reached a decision as to the 
usefulness of dirigibles.” the secre- 


“The Macon’s mission in the Carib-: 
bean maneuvers consisted of scouting 
operations to determine the locality 
of various units of the ‘enemy.’ She 
sighted several units of the ‘enemy 
forces—submarines, destroyers, cruis- 


ers and, finally, aircraft carriers and 


made reports accordingly, which in- 
formation was of great value to the 
blue (American) fleet.” 

At the conclusion of her first suc- 
cessful scouting flight umpires of the 
fleet adjudged that the Macon had 
been destroyed by attacking ‘enemy 
planes, but only after she had ra- 
dioed the much-sought “enemy” loca- 
tions to the American fleet. 

The theory held by many naval ex- 
perts is that the airship in time of 
war after locating an actual enemy’s 
fleet and reporting back would have 
much less than a 100 per cent chance 
of escaping enemy planes after com- 
pleting its mission. 

After its theoretcial destruction, 
Fulton reported, the Macon became 
a new ship, known as the ZRS-6 and 
was assigned to seek out the “en- 
emy’s” heavy offensive force of cruis- 
ers. In addition to discovering the 
cruisers, the Macon reported to the 
blue fleet many “enemy” planes, de-

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SENATE PASSES BILL 
FOR VOCATIONAL A 


George Measure Authorizes 
3-Year Program for | 
Education.

WASHINGTON, May 10.—(#)~ 
The senate today gave its final ap- 
proval to a bill by Senator Walter 
F. George, of Georgia, authorizing a 
three-year program for the further de- 
velopment of vocational educatiun-. 
throughout the severa! states and ter- 
ritories. 

Already. passed by the lower house, 
the bill, which now goes to the White 
House for the president’s signature, 
contemplates an expenditure of $3,- 
000,000 annually for the next three 


| years in advancing vocational educa- 


tion, with one-third of the amount 
to be allotted to agricultural educa- 


tion, one-third to home economies and 
one-third to trade and industrial edu- 
cation. Before the actual. funds are 
available it will be necessary for ac- 
tion subsequently to be taken on an 
appropriation bill. : 

In reporting the bill, the senate 
committee on agriculture and forestry, 
headed by Senator Ellison D. Smith, 
of South Carolina, emphasized that it 
is not to be regarded as permanent 
legislation but as an emergency meas- 
ure to meet conditions arising from 
the depression. 

Similar appropriations have been 
passed annually since 1917, when ap- 
proval was given by congress to the 
original Smith-Hughes act, providing 
for aid by the federal government, un- 
der a match fund agreement, to the 
various states in the field of vocation- 
al education. 

“It is thought,” said the Smith re- 
port, “that this is not the proper year 
and time to withdraw federal aid, as 
this action would probably mean the 
immediate loss of employment to many 
people engaged in this work.” 

It has been estimated by L. H. 
Dennis, executive chairman of the 
American Vocational Association, that 
enactment of this law will mean the 
expenditure in Georgia each year the 
sum of $99,743.24. Of this total $46,- 
314.17 will go for agricultural sub- 
jects: $37.249.02 for home economics: 
and $16,180.15 for industrial educa- 
tion. 


Roosevelt Suggests 


Criminal Law Survey 


WASHINGTON. May 10.—(P)— 
President Roosevelt suggested to the 
American Law Institute today that 
it study America’s criminal law with 
a view to recommending how it could 
be adapted “to meet the needs of a 
modern complex civilization.”

law, serious consideration should be 
given to whether you should not now 
begin an undertaking of equal imp.-- 
tance in the field of substantive crim- 
inal law.

|Far East Fights Foreign Domination 
Speaker Tells Institute at Athens 


ATHENS, Ga., May 10.—t#/)—Far 
eastern peoples have made up their 
minds that they will not submit to 
outside domination, whether direct or 
indirect, whether political, economic, 
or cultural, Grover Clark, a former 
professor and an expert on far east- 


ern affairs, told the University of 
Georgia institute of public affairs 
here tonight. . 

Citing Japan’s self-assertion against 
the whole west in the far east, Clark 
said China is putting an end to spe- 
cial privileges to foreigners as well 
as developing d bitterness against 
esr for their attempt to dom- 
inate, 

The Filipinos have won a specific 
pledge of independence, while - revolt 
is growing in French Indo-China and 
the Malay States, the lecturer contin- 
ued. “India is seething with discon- 
tent,” he said. : 

“If this self-assertion of the east 
were sure to stop when complete in- 
dependence had been achieved, the 
prospect would be bright,” Clark con- 
tinued. “Actually, however, the pros- 
pect is dark with danger because after 
the achievement of independence quite 
possibly will come the desire for re- 


venge. That is the real danger in the 
present situation. 

‘The only possible means by which 
the world can be saved from the ut- 
ter disaster of a war of east and west 
is by the western nations proving in 

ifie actions that they means what 
say when they talk of peace.” 

‘Japan’s recent warning for west- 
ern nations to keep hands off China 
was characterized as “completely in 
harmony” with ambitions of Japanese 
military leaders since the Shognn’s 
expedition to conquer Korea, China, 
and the remainder of the world was 
me iy halfway across Korea at the 
end of the 16th century. The belief 
in the divine commission of Japan 
to: rule the Asiatic mainland has re- 
mained as a dominant impulse in the 
minds of many Japanese since then, 
Clark added. 

The far east is becoming a mar- 
ket for large amounts of agricultura! 
raw materials in place of low-priced 
factory products it bought in the past, 
Clark told the morning session of the 
institute. Food and cotton arid: wool 
must be bought by the east, which 
now manufactures its own low- 
priced products such as toilet soap, 
face powder, cigarets, glass, cement 
and coarser cotton goods.

Control Bill Referred 
Back to Subcommittee 
on New Amendment. 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—())— 
The Kerr bill for control of tobacco: 
roduction suffered a severe setback 
in its legislative route today when the. 
house agriculture committee referred 
it back to a subcommittee for consid- 
eration of an additional amendment. 

Hearings on the bill, which would 
place a tax ranging from 25 to 33 1-3. 
per cent of the market value oan all 
tobacco sold outside of the farm ad- 
ministration’s reduction program al- 
lotments, were held two weeks ago by: 
a subcommittee headed by Representa- 
tive Fulmer, democrat, South Caro- 
ina. The measure went back to this. 
same committee. . 

The amendment under consideration 
was offered by Representative Kop- 
plemann, democrat, Connecticut. It 
would place restrictions on imports 
by levying the same ad valorem tax 
on tobacco imported above fixed al- 
—— as that imposed on domestie 
eaf, 

The subcommittee originally turn- 
ed down this amendment. Later, Kop- 
pleman and farm administration to- 
bacco section officials urged the full 
committee to include it. 

The subcommittee previously voted 
to report the bill favorably. 

Chairman Jones, democrat, Texas, 
of the full committee, has indicated 
he would prefer to see the Bankhead 
cotton control measure, after which 
the tobacco bill is modeled, prove its 
worth before applying the same prin- 
ciple to another crop. 

The bill was introduced by Repre- 
sentative Kerr, democrat, North Caro- 
— who was not in Washington to- 

ay. 

Growers and others interested in 
tobacco have urged that the bill be 
given prompt consideration as the 
crop is now being planted throughout 
a large portion of the belt and already 
has been planted in Georgia and some 
sections of the South Carolina belt.

Government Opens 


War on Bootleggers 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—(4)—A 
force of 3,300 men was turned loose 
today by the government against re- 
peal’s liquor traffic, with Secretary 
Morgenthau asserting “‘we mean busi- 
ness.” 

This policy was announced by the 
treasury head at the formal creation 
of the internal revenue bureau’s new 
alcohol tax unit which has 1,400 men 
in the field battling the bootleg trade 
and the rest of its large force col- 
lective legal taxes. 

“We are going after this illicit 
trade,” Morgenthau told reporters in 
the presence of Arthur J. Mellott, 
Kansas City attorney, who heads the 
unit, and Captain William R. Sayles, 
of the navy, who personally will di- 
rect the enforcement squad. 

“We find the public very sympa- 
thetic to our drive to stop bootlegging. 
With the public’s co-operation we be- 
lieve we will be successful.” 

By President Roosevelt's executive 
order, the new unit was created out 
of the old bureau of industrial alcohol 
and the justice department's alcoholic 
beverage unit.

The fighting started, dispatches 
said, over the killing of a Brazilian 
accused of the seduction of a Japa- 
nese girl.

“The procedure in cases where only 
one party sues for divorce will take 
a little longer, probably about four 
months,” predicted Secretary of the 
Presidency Santovenia, who is draw- 
ing up the decree. 

Long a mecca for tourists from the 
north, Cuba for years has provided 
first-rate attractions for North Amer- 
icans, but the country hasn’t been 
able to cut in on the tourist trade 
of Reno, Ney. 

Besides speeding up divorces, the 
new law adds four more grounds for 
divorce, including ‘‘moral turpitude’”’ 
and “addiction to drugs.”

X—Glenn Curtis Rides High. 
When Wilbur Wright broke the 
world’s distance record for airplane 
flying in 1908, he traveled at an aver- 
age height of only 25 feet. Henry 
Farman, the French aviator, was 
proud when he. rose in an airplane 
to a height of 150 feet during the 
same year. 


and 1909 he won prizes for airplane 
flights; and in 1910 he set out to 
win a prize of $10,000 offered by the 
New York World for an airplane -trip 
from Albany to New York. 

Many a pilot wanted to win the 
rize, but feared the danger of a fall 
into the Hudson river or, still worse, 
a forced landing amid the rocky hills 
or mountains lining the river banks. 

Curtiss took great care in prepar- 
ing his biplane for the flight. Just 
before he started, on a morning in 
May, he was handed a letter, from 
the mayor of Albany, to be delivered 
to the mayor of New York. 

Away he flew, part of the time 
soaring more than 1,000 feet; but on 
one point in his journey he had to 
pass through a gap in the Storm King 
mountain, and as he was doing 60 
his plane lurched sidewise with a 
drop of fully 30 feet. A quick shift 
of the front control saved him, and 
be went onward. 

The prize offer allowed two stops,

fill his gasoline tank; but he finished 

the journey to New York city, de- 

livered the first letter carried by an

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4,000 MEN VS. BOOTLEGGERS. 

Announcement from Washing- 
ton that the government will mo- 
bilize a force of 4,000 for a cam- 
paign against bootlegging, for 
which an appropriation of §7,- 
000,000 has been made, is cer- 
tain to bring marked changes in 
the situation regarding the sale of 
illicit liquors, especially in the 
States in which legal sales are per- 
mitted. 

There has not been the reduc- 
tion in bootlegging that was hoped 
would follow the repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment, and as a 
result the government is not re- 
ceiving the revenue it should from 
liquor sales throughout the coun- 
try. For this reason the burden of 
directing the new attack upon the 
bootleggers of the country has 
been placed upon the treasury de- 
partment. 

The efforts of the department 
will be to arrest and prosecute deal- 
ers in illicit liquog because they 
have not taken out licenses. To 
avoid the danger of such prosecu- 
tion all dealers will have to take out 
government licenses and subject 
their wares to government taxa- 
tion. 

In Georgia and other dry states 
the bootleggers can do this and 
still make money, because they 
have no legal competition. In the 
states in which sales are legal, 
however, the situation will be dif- 
ferent as the additional expense to 
the bootleggers will carry their 
prices within the range of legal 
prices, In which event it is figured 
by the government they will be 
forced out of business, 

The increased drive of the gov- 
ernment against bootlegging is 
largely attributable to the recent 
statement of Joseph H. Choate Jr., 
federal alcohol control administra- 
tor, that bootlegging was still flour- 
ishing in every state in the union 
and that the country was drinking 
as much illicit liquor as ever. 

The increased activity of gov- 
ernment agents will affect the dry 
states but little, with the excep- 
tion that their supply will be short- 
ened by the greater difficulty of 
smuggling bottled liquors into the 
country. The coast guard will be 
given 61 planes instead of the 14 
it now has, and the number of 
coast guard boats will also be ma- 
terialiy increased. A certain § de- 
crease in the amount of fine liquors 
smuggled into the country its cer- 
tain to result, with the probability 
that prices of these liquors will 
be increased, marking a successful 
step in the campaign against boot- 
legcing in wet states.

Women Under 
Dictatorship. 


There is no secret about the fact 
that Herr Adolph Hitler both hates 


and fears women. But Mussolini 
doesn’t, and yet both of these modern 
dictators have quietly shelved all dis- 
tinctive women’s organizations in their 
respective countries and both have 
eliminated women completely from 
ublic life. On the other hand in 
urkey, which marches under the dic- 
tatorship of Mussolini’s greatest pupil, 
Mustapha Kemal Pasha, everything 
possible is being done to raise the 
status of woman and elevate her to a 
position she never occupied in_ the 
old days when Islam was the domi- 
nant religion, that is to say wheu 
Islam formulated and enforced the 
social conceptions of the Turkish peo- 


ple. 

In Russia, too, of course the very 
reverse of what is taking place in 
Germany and in Italy, is being done 
in respect of woman. In no country 
on earth perhaps has woman attain- 
ed so such a status of full equality 
with man as is the case in Russia. 
They even outdistance the United 
States in this matter. The new Ger- 
many and Mussolini's Italy wouldn’t 
have gone the lengths they have, per- 
haps, in relegating women exclusive- 
ly to the home, were it not for the 
staggering unemployment problem. 
Women were taken out of jobs because 
there were sO many men available. 
Thus primarily the woman question is 
an economic issue. 

Mussolini’s and Hitler’s old-fash- 
ioned attitude in other words was 
dictated by economic necessity. Mus- 
tapha Kemal told me personally that 
the progress of Turkey dates froim 
the moment he freed the women. “The 
beginning of our modern era,” he said. 
“began with the emancipation of wom- 
men, because without that all our 
work would have been in vain.” The 
argument of Mussolini and of Hitler 
that woman’s participation in indus- 


endeavor interfere with the birthrate 
is not borne out by statistics in Rus- 
sia. ‘There were three million and 
a quarter births in Russia last year. 
Comparatively speaking, 30 per cent 
more than in Italy, where there is 
a premium on large families. 

And yet, Russia is denounced fre- 
quently as a land where birth con- 
trol is officially countenanced. Some- 
how or other. the thing doesn’t jibe.

Every one of the two dozen differ- 
ent illnesses listed in the group of 
respiratory infections has been labeled 
“just a cold” at the onset of the at- 
tack. Think how much unnecessary 
suffering and unhappiness that every- 
day error in diagnosis (no matter 
whether it be a doctor’s diagnosis oF 
a layman's) has caused, through the 
spread of infection. Then think, if 
you can, of any significant injury or 
burden that would be imposed on any- 
body if we should all turn honest 
and call every such acute indisposition 
or illness cri, at least until it proved 
non-infectious. 

Scientific medicine recognizes no 
such entity or condition as a “cold 
or “the common cold.” No physician 
can or will venture to define such an 
illness so that another physician can 
understand what he is talking about, 


You may search medical literature and |! 


query eminent medical or health au- 
thorities till you are quite exhausted 
and you will never learn any more 
than you know now about “the com- 
mon cold.” Indeed, the medical and 
health authorities who still prate 
about “the common cold,” its cause. 
prevention and cure, meet all chal- 
lenges with the trick retort that 
“everybody knows what the common 
cold is.’ So there you are, Mr. and 
Mrs. Wiseacre. You knew that all 
along. didn’t you? 

“The common cold,” which I hon- 
estly believe never happens, is unique 
in this respect, namely, that no medi- 
cal authority or health authority who 
professes to believe in it will commit 
himself in a definition which would 
enable an intelligent person to compre- 
hend what he is discussing. 

Any one who has enough sense to 
follow thus far will scarcely infer that 
I deny the existence of the ailment 
which purports to he a “cold.” Too 
many half-baked individuals have at- 
tempted to draw such an inference 
from my teachings about this. If you 
are befuddled at this stage. you mays 
as well give up and go back to your 
funny pictures. 

Bear in mind that in perhaps one 
out of every 10 cases of coryza the 
cause is allergy (peculiar sensitivity 
to some food or foreign protein), or 
chemical irritant, or chronic rhinitis 
or sinusitis (catarrhal trouble), and 
there is nothing infectious or com- 
municable about it. Yet even in such 
cases no great inconvenience or in- 
justice is done by regarding the at- 
tack as cri until it proves harmless.

The only 
reasonably safe course or practice for 
us to follow in our present social

the development of rural electrifica- 
tion. A corporation known as the 
electric home and farm authority has 
been organized to stimulate the use 
of electric appliances and the con- 
sumption of electric power. 
_ Last October you asked the author- 
ity to start construction on Joe 
Wheeler dam as a means of providing 
additional employment. Work was 
begun immediately. In view of the 
rapid development of the power pro- 
gram, the need for this additional 
power may materialize sooner than 
was expected. 

In the past our water resources de- 
velopments have nearly always been 
in separate, unco-ordipated units. The 
development and utilization of the wa- 
ter resources of the Tennessee river 
System in accordance. with a_ single 
unified plan by a single public au- 
thority, as contemplated in the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority act of 1933, 
makes possible great increase in use 
mas very great economies of expendi- 
ure. 


r 


Developments Begun. 

I therefore am pleased to report 
the beginning of such development 
and control of the Tennessee river and 
its tributaries for navigation, flood 
control, power development, and other 
uses, except for the operation of nav- 
igation facilities, under the adminis- 
tration of the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority, and the unified development 
of that river system by this govern- 
ment agency as a national policy. 

Provision should be made at pres- 
ent for continuing the construction of 
the Joe Wheeler dam, and for begin- 
ning work on about four other dams 
on the Tennessee river or its 
branches. 

The power program of the author- 
ity, in promoting the wider and bet- 
ter use of electricity for the Tennes- 
see valley, and for the nation, its pro- 
gram of encouraging rural electrifica- 
tion, and the design and distribution 
of low cost electrical appliances, is a 
stimulus to the manufacture of ap- 
pliances, to both publicly-owned and 
privately-owned utilities, and to the 


‘| larger and better use of electric power 


by the whole people. That program 
should be continued and extended. 


Using Nitrate Properties. 

The ‘Tennessee Valley Authority is 
utilizing the nitrate properties at 
Muscle Shoals and is adding mate- 
rially to the plant in the conduct of 
experiments seeking processes in the 
— production and distribution 
of plant foods. 

This is very necessary. in the re- 
habilitation of the land and in a per- 
manent program of land ownership 
and rural development. In the prep- 
aration of phosphates, the program 
may require that part of the manu- 
facturing process should be at the 
phosphate beds, either within or with- 
out the Tennessee valley. The con- 
tinuation of this research,’ together 
with demonstration of possible eco- 
nomics in actual production, distribu- 
tion and use on a commercial scale, 
is desirable. 

Of the total area within the Ten- 
nessee river system which has at one 
time been in cultivation, perhaps a 
quarter has been destroyed by soil 
erosion, and that destructive process 
is now more active than ever. 

This soil erosion is also filling up 
and destroying the reservoirs of water- 
power systems. Unless it is checked, 
this great region and much greater 
areas in the southern uplands will 
slip backward in material welling. 
A program of land use planning has 
been instituted to determine the best 
use of the iand, and the best manner 
of preventing its further destruction. 

Forests Destroyed. 

The forests of the region have been 
steadily destroyed by wasteful lum- 
bering, by the common habit of set- 
ting fire to the woods each winter, 
and by the habit of clearing steep 
hillsides for the four or five corn 
crops they will produce before the 
soil is washed away. 

The Tennessee Valley Authority 
has undertaken a program of devis- 
ing and putting into operation a for- 
est policy appropriate to this region, 
in co-operation with the United 
States forest service and the several 
states of the Tennessee valley area, 
and in harmony with regional plan- 
ning of the federal government. 

In the Tennessee valley area there 
are many more people engaged in 
agriculture than are needed in that 
pursuit. As a part of the program 
of social and economic planning, 
studies and demonstrations are being 
undertaken for readjusting this popu- 
lation, with the encouragement of lo- 
cal industries, especially for home 
consumption, and resettlement of fam- 
ilies displaced by the estabilshment 
of national forests, the construction 
of reservoirs, or by other causes. 

Studies are under way of econo- 
mies and improvements in industrial 
and community organization, inclad- 
ing co-operatives, in the use of the 
tntucal resouress of the region, and 
of the relation of agriculture to i-

WASHINGTON, May 10.—‘1?)-—~ 
| Without taking a position  hinuself, 
| President Roosevelt communicated to 
'day to congress a recommendation 
by the Tennessee Valley Authority 
that its power program “be continued 
and extended.” 

The ten-month report was laid asidd 
for full consideration later, as both 
senate and house already had such 
other matters up as stock exchange 
regulation and national aviation pol- 
icy. 

Legislative action was completed on 
the Johnson bill designed to speed ju- 
dicial determination of utility rate 
cases. It went to the White House. 
_The senate acted on various minor 
bills, voting $50,000 to the trade com- 
mission to complete its compilation 
of salaries paid in big industries. The 
Copeland bill for foreign trade zones 
at ports of entry likewise was passed. 

Secretary Morgenthau notified a 
senate committee he does not favor 


to divorce security affiliates or pri- 
vate banks a similar time to separate 
investment and deposit banking. 

Arthur E. Morgan, Tennessee Val- 
ley chairman, did not include detailed 
recommendations for expansion of the 
power program in his report. He large- 
ly confined himself to a review of 
what has been done. 


Japan Will Contest 
Any Aid to China 


TOKYO, May 10.—(4)—Strong op- 
position from Japan to the League of 
Nations’ plans for rehabilitation of 
China was forecast today in an “in- 
spired” statement by the Rengo (Jap- 
anese) news agency. 

“Japan cannot countenance” such 
plans, the statement said. and added 
that the Japanese may take measures 
to “cope with the situation likely to 
arise.” 7 

It was indicated that the Japanese 
government would warn both China 
and the League that it would be ad- 
visable to suspend the plans for fi- 
nancial aid to road building and other 
improvements. drawn up by Dr. Lud- 
wig Rajchmah. 


Bill Bars Appointees 
At Party Conventions 


_WASHING'TON, May 10.—(P)—A 
bill designed to thwart the domina- 
tion of a national political conven- 
tion by an army of patronage appoin- 
tees sent as delegates was passed by 
the senate today and dispatched to 
the house. 

Although the meastre was intro- 
duced by a republican, Steiwar, of 
Oregon, it was not drawn, he said. 
with the present democratic national 
administration in mind. 

The bill follows a series of other 
measures that appeared on Capitel 
Hill after President Roosevelt had 
enunciated a policy of disassociating 
active politics and the federal gov- 
ernment as much as possible. 

The measure, as it passed the sen 
ate, was so broadly worded that it 
would take in all federal appointive 
employes from cabinet members down 
through the lowest postoffice janito- 
rial job.

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3’ NRA Soon May Abandon 
Effort To Control All Business 


“Objection of Labor Chief 
Obstacle To Tearing Up 
of Minor Codes Without 
Further Delay. 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—(H/)— 
An early abandonment of attempts 
to supervise every little business in 


the land was definitely indicated today 
at NRA. 

Badgered and burdened with petty 
code differences, Hugh S. Johnson's 
chief aids are studying the ground for 
retreat along this line. In guarded 
utterances, officiala admit a definite 
reaction against wholesale code writ- 
ing and policing. They foresee some 
difficulty, however, in  extricating 
themselves. 

Almost unanimously they want to 
quit supervising strictly local service 
trades, such as pressing shops, bar- 
bers and bootblacks. An increasing 
number of officials want to junk com- 
plicated price maintenance and ecost- 
finding provisions which are giving 
trouble in many codes. 

Two Obstacles. 

Two things, however, stand in the 
way: First, trade association groups, 
which demanded and obtained codes 
#0 as to extend their influence over 
unorganized competition, are fighting 
hard to hold this ground. 

Second, labor in miscellaneous 
trades, almost unable to organize and 
art in concert, is ready to object 
mtgntly at being left to fend for it- 
Be 


Officials believe the two obstacles | 
may prevent doing what many would | 


prefer, which is 
some call the “nuisance” eodes and 
forget them. They are, therefore, 
promoting the idea of letting all serv- 
ice establishments which want to com- 
ply with wage and hour terms so as 
1o display the Blue Eagle, do so. 
Then, if the bulk of service establish- 
ments in any one city insist on a 
local code, they may have one. But 
the NRA will not urge it on them. 
Retail Exempted. 

The retreat probably will not ex- 
tend to retail trade proper. Despite 
the great number of small units in- 
volved the retail codes are considered 
valuable to recovery purposes. Offi- 
cials point out that they cover rela- 
tively well-organized trade employing 
a few million people; that they regu- 
late the outlet which can police coded 
manufacturers; and that they check 
in considerable measure undue compe- 
tition of chain stores and mail order 
houses with little business.

Is Passed by Senate 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—()— 
The Steiwer bill to prevent federal of- 
fice holders from participating in na- 
tional party conventions was passed 
today by the senate and sent to the 
house.
